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Increased Printing Costs 
Ox January 7th, increases in the New 


York area were granted to press feeders, 
job pressmen and job press feeders and 
paper handlers. The New York scale as it 
now rests is as follows: 
Compositors, $50 a week minimum 
Pressmen, $50 a week minimum 
($6 increase) 
Press feeders, $40.50 a week minimum 
(an increase of $4, with another increase 
of $2 next September rst.) 


Job pressmen, $40 a week minimum 
(an increase of $4, with an additional 
increase of $3 to come next September) 


Job press feeders, $28 
(an increase of $2 with a promised in- 
crease of $1 next September) 

Paper handlers, $33 
(an increase of $2, with an additional 
increase of $1 next September) 


This is with the continuance of the 44-hour 
week. Especially in the case of press feeders, 
this brings wages to an extraordinarily high 
level and out of proportion to other labor or 
to editorial workers producing the material 
printed. 


Foreign Books for American 
Readers 


ITH this issue, the PUBLISHERS 

WEEKLY begins a monthly depart- 

ment intended to provide booksellers 
with current information about foreign authors 
whose books are appearing in the American 
market. This department will be edited by 
Ernest Boyd, a well-known editorial writer 
and authority on literature of Europe. 


It is often difficult for booksellers to get 
timely information about such authors and 
their publications, in order that they can in- 
telligently serve the public and give most 
reliable information. Nothing has more em- 
phasized the place of American publishers as 
an internationally minded group than the at- 
tention they have given to translations and 
their successful circulation. There are very 
few authors of established importance whose 
books have not been translated and success- 
fully published, and new authors are con- 
stantly getting attention. The aim of this 
department is not to review the books but to 
give information about them, so that the book- 
sellers can be informed.

Diversified Interest 


NE of the significant features of 1922 
has been the diversification of book 
outlets by the increase in bookshops of 
various kinds and the diversification of public 
reading interest shown by this healthy sale 
of every variety of book. It is to be hoped 
that 1923 may see further development in this 
direction. If a diversified market will give an 
outlet for sound books in wider varieties of 
field, that is to the advantage of the country. 
If the increased outlets can, by the new initi- 
ative and new clientele that they bring, give 
greater assurance to authors that they can have 
a chance at a larger public, that gain is one of 
the most important that could be made. 
There is every indication that 1923 will show 
a very significant increase in bookstores. De- 
partment stores which have in the past two or 
three years been holding back any new develop- 
ments are likely to show signs of returning 
interest in books, and new enterprises are likely 
to appear. Specialized and personal bookshops 
are coming with increased rapidity, and many 
communities that have lacked adequate book 
distribution are likely to have better service be- 
fore the year is out. The Publishers’ Associ- 
ation is recognizing the significance of these 
developments and is enlarging its Committee 
on Outlets, so that more detailed and regular 
study can be given to this feature of the work. 
More booksellers and increased intelligence in 
bookselling may well be the watchword of 


1923. 


Printing Wages Compared 


ITH printing wages in New York 
/ raised to new high levels, the current 
bulletin of wage conditions in the in- 

dustry has a special interest. 

This shows that in the printing and book 
making industry of New York City the average 
wage in 1916 was $19.78; in 1921, $34.30; 1922, 
$36.18. In New York state but outside of the 
city the figures are in 1916, $15.45; 1921, $28.11; 
1922, $28.27. 

During that time the living cost in New 
York City was in 1916, 108; 1921, 155; 1922, 
139. 

The record of the number of employees in 
1922 which is given for the state alone, shows 
a 6 per cent increase over 1921 in total number 
of people on the payroll, and 3 per cent in- 
crease in the number employed over 1914. As 
the payroll since 1914 has increased 110 per 





cent, while the number of employees has jp- 
creased only 3 per cent, it will be seen tha; 
the average wage has had very considerable 
increase and the demands of the employers for 
reduction is very natural. 


A Religious Book Center 


N interesting piece of cooperative advertis- 

ing appeared in the New York papers just 
before Christmas, the joint effort of the Meth- 
odist Book Concern, Fleming H. Revell & Com- 
pany and the Presbyterian Bookstore, all three 
shops being located on the corner of Twentieth 
Street and Fifth Avenue. A two-column adver- 
tisement had for its main feature a detailed 
map of that section of the city, showing all of 
the many connections to the district by railroad, 
subway, tubes and buses. These stores, all with 
similar interests, are located in the old center 
of New York bookselling, where Scribner, Put- 
nam’s and Dutton were located before they 
scattered up Fifth Avenue. The map vividly 
indicates to any reader the central character of 
the district, and carries a good selling argument 
to a bock buyer who would like to have access 
to the largest possible collection of religious or 
related literature. The stores plan, if possible, 
to repeat this advertisement during Religious 
Book Week. 


Book Collectors of America 


HE fourth revision of the “List of Private 

Book Collectors in the United States and 
Canada” has just been published by the office 
of the PuBLIsHERS’ WEEKLY under the editor- 
ship of John A. Holden. This list is the most 
careful attempt that was ever made to gather 
together the addresses of the principal private 
collectors, and includes in addition mention of 
their special interests. The last revision of it 
was made in 1919. The list is arranged geo- 
graphically, alphabetically and under special 
hobbies. The arrangement by hobbies will be of 
special value to these collectors, as a man pur- 
suing one subject carefully is anxious to obtain 
not only the books that are brought to his atten- 
tion in the natural course of events, but all 
books that are turning up in the second-hand 
market. The edition is printed from type and 
limited to 300 copies, and 90 per cent of the 
edition was sold out at time of publication.

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Bookshops and Bookselling in Denmark 
A Fresh Survey of one of the World’s Most Active Book Markets 
By Grace Isabel Colbron 


HERE are in Denmark nearly twelve 

hundred shops selling books exclusively. 

To be appreciated this statement should 
be supplemented by the further facts that Den- 
mark is about one-third the size of the state 
of New York and has three and one-half 
million inhabitants, fifty-three per cent of whom 
live in the rural districts. Relatively speak- 
ing: New York City, with five miflion popula- 
tion, concentrated, has, according to the classi- 
sed directories two hundred and sixty-four 
shops where books are sold, but the majority 
carry books as a side line. Denmark, with 
three and one-half million, scattered, has near- 
ly 1200 shops selling only books. 

This would seem to show Denmark as a 
pretty good book market. Bookselling is a 
good business in Denmark, so much so that, if 
we can take the word of an eminent Danish 
publisher, the bookseller “bosses the publisher” 
and dictates his own terms. In the smaller 
the number of bookshops is rela- 
tively greater than in the capital city of 
Copenhagen, altho, as you walk thru the 
streets of that most attractive town, it seems 
as if there were a bookshop on every other 
block. They are legion, and they all invite you 

) come in and browse. You will find there 
books in every known language. English, 
French, and German. books in the original 
seem to take up just as much prominent dis- 
play space as do the native works, and there 
are just as many people browsing at those 
counters, too. 

The Danish public is a highly educated pub- 
lic. The percentage of illiteracy is lower in 
Denmark than in any other country in the 
world. And the percentage of people reading 
and even speaking at least two of the principal 
world-tongues, two languages other than their 
own, is also (I should imagine from what I 
have observed myself) higher than anywhere 
else. This particular form of literacy has not 
been subjected to statistical study yet, but it 
would be interesting and valuable, particularly 
to the book-trade, to get the figures. 

To return to the Danish small towns, 
Aalborg, with 40,000 inhabitants, has twelve 
)ookshops. Elsinore (Hamlet’s Elsinore) 
with 11,000, has three bookshops. Elsinore

“a picturesque environs so that it runs a bit 
yehind Silkeborg with its five bookshops to 
10,000 population, Then, for still smaller 


towns there is little Kallundborg with two 


towns 





bookshops, selling just books, to five thousand 
inhabitants. I have these figures from Danish 
publishers. 

The Danish public is a book-buying or 
certainly a book-reading public. Its three and 
one-half million bought during one year, to take 
the year 1919, just as an example, between four 
and five million dollars worth of books, (dollars 
not crowns) and besides borrowed four million 
books from the many libraries. Since the two 
great Norwegian writers Bjgrnson and Isben 
began their career, Denmark alone has absorbed 
three million copies of Bjgrnson books and 
nearly that same number of Isben works. 
Georg Brandes, the great critic, has received 
honor in his own country to the extent of pur- 
chases 541,000 copies of his books. 

Danish booksellers do not buy their stock 
outright. The publisher sends his representa- 
tive to each town once a year. Otherwise it is 
for the bookseller to keep posted on the new 
books. And, incidentally Danish publishers 
do not spend very much money on advertising, 
at least nothing like as much as our publish- 
ers do. The bookseller advertises the new 
books in his local paper. Of course bookshop 
windows are the best advertisement in them- 
selves, for a book-loving public. When a new 
book comes out the bookseller buys only ten 
copies outright at a trade discount running 
from 33% to 45%, the larger figure is given 
shops in the smaller towns. Then, when he 
buys these ten copies, he gets fifty more on 
commission, which commission can also run up 
to 45%. Then, if the book is successful he 
sends in further cash orders. If it does 1.0t go 
well, but the bookseller believes he can nurse 
the market along, he gets fifty more copies on 
commission. As it is the bookseller who ad- 
vertises and comes into contact with the public, 
he really can “boss the publisher.” Some 
booksellers in the rural districts and smaller 
towns are demanding even bigger trade dis- 
count, until the publishers rebel. The most 
influential publishing firm in the north countries. 
Gyldendal (to give the full firm name; Gylden- 
dalske Boghandel Nordisk Forlag) has re- 
belled to the extent of establishing its own 
retail shops where it sells its own and other 
books. It has a handsome place in the center 
of Copenhagen’s shopping district and nine 
more scattered around the country. It finds 
it pays. 

I had long talks with several booksellers in 
Copenhagen, men who have a big yearly turn- 
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over in native and foreign books. They told 
me that there was a good market in Denmark 
for American books, both in the original and 
in translation. The many cheap but good 
translations of foreign books flooding tl 
country do not harm, but actually help the sale 
of these books in the original, all these men 
believe. The translations will sell easily up 
to 20,000 copies. 

This good market seems to have been too 
much neglected by American publishers. Amer- 
ican methods and, at present, the disastrous rate 
of exchange, make it impossible for the Danish 
publisher to take advantage of his own market, 
or at least to nurse it along as he might. 

As one man told me, “if we could somehow 
know what the American book was like, we 
might not mind the outright buying the Ameri- 
can publisher demands. Our public is discrim- 
inating. It has its favorites among your suc- 
cessful writers, but it will not accept their 
poorer work, and it is ready and willing to try 
out new authors, but at the present rate of ex- 
change, and with American selling methods, I 
cannot afford to stock with anything but a 
“sure thing.” 

“We Danish booksellers would like to have 
some sort of arrangement by which we could 
receive from American publishers a sort of 
summary of the story of each new book with 
some critical comments made by some one 
who knows our public. It would help us a 
great deal. 

Remembering what this man said, . . . and 
his big business lends weight to his words, it 
interested me greatly to read the article by Dr. 
W. Dawson Johnston in the October 14 Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY, anent just some such scheme 
of information about American books for 
European booksellers. If all of us who are 
interested, and know conditions in Europe, 
should get together and talk it over, something 
might happen. 

American fiction has pushed ahead of Eng- 
lish fiction in the Scandinavian market. In 
translations Scandinavia prefers our stories, 
but in the original, England still has the field, 
by reason of differences in distribution methods 
and also because the English publishers put out 
cheap paper-bound editions of all their popular 
fiction. These shilling books or “one and six” 
volumes, fill the counters in the Danish book- 
shops and sell splendidly. 

All the figures I. have quoted for sales of 
books in Denmark, stand for paper-bound 
books. Danish publishers put out their chief 
editions in paper books, excellent in print and 
paper quality, but unbound. These books sell at 
from four to six crowns (.268 at normal ex- 
change) for good fiction. Non-fiction is more 
expensive. The public asks for content, then 
for printing and paper quality. If a buyer likes 
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a book and wants to keep it, he will have 4 
bound himself, keeping his library uniform, 
Book-binding in leather is also a good business 
in Denmark. It is one of the arts and crafts 
for which that country is so justly famed. Aj] 
the publishers will bring out special editions jn 
handsomely bound copies, but the main bulk of 
their business is in paper books. One Danish 
bookseller made the statement that he felt that 
our cloth bindings made the popular fiction of 
the day unnecessarily expensive for the Danish 
public. 

However, the Danish public, is interested in 
our literature and can absorb much more of it, 
in the original, than is now possible, with these 
obstacles in the way. And Denmark in this 
case means all Scandinavia, for Denmark is 
the bookselling center for all three countries, 


The Book Club 


A LUNCH club for members of the pub- 
lishers’ organizations in New York was 
opened on January 3rd at 29 East 30th Street. 
The club room is on the second floor, with 
broad windows to the street, and is just one 
door beyond Madison Avenue. There is a 
seating capacity for about 150. The club 
was organized by publishers connected with 
the National Association of Book Publishers 
whose business offices are in the vicinity of 
Fourth and Fifth Avenues and who felt that 
members of their staffs would find both plea- 
sure and profit in having a common meeting 
place where attractive tho not expensive lunch- 
eons could be had. An experienced caterer has 
leased this room, and its use is reserved to 
members of the club. Membership fees in the 
club are 50c. a month, or $5 a year. Many 
of the publishers have bought tickets for their 
entire staffs. 

The system of moving partitions makes it 
possible to set aside groups of tables for any 
particular meeting of club interest, and the 
room will be available in the evenings for 
meetings of trade character. A house com- 
mittee to perfect the relations with the publish- 
ing offices has been organized, with Robert 
McGlaughlin, assistant secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Book Publishers, as 
chairman. The opening days have been very 
largely attended, and members have been en- 
thusiastic over the opportunities that this club 
opens up.

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Foreign Books and American Readers 
By Ernest Boyd 


HE work of bringing Anatole France be- 

fore American and English readers pro- 

ceeds effectively in an edition which is 
handsomer than any in France itself, where 
there is, as yet no collected edition of the 
author’s writings. The two latest additions are 
“Clio and the Chateau de Vaux-le-Vicomte” 
and the third volume of “On Life and Letters,” 
both issued by Dodd, Mead. Similarly the col- 
lected novels and stories of Guy de Mau- 
passant, of which Alfred A. Knopf announces 
two further volumes, “A Woman’s Life” and 
That Pig, Morin & Other Stories,” provide 
‘he author with an edition of which there is 
10 equivalent in French. 


Another definitive edition of the works of a 
creat European novelist is that of Gogol, whose 
“Dead Souls” (Knopf) will shortly appear in 
two volumes. The translation has been made 
by Constance Garnett, whose labors in the 
Russian field are familiar to all who have read 
her editions of Turgenev, Dostoevsky, Chekhov, 
and Tolstoy. Her edition of Gogol, which will 
be complete in six volumes is certain to take 
its place as the only indispensable English 
translation of the. author of “Dead Souls,” 
“Taras Bulba” and “The Inspector General.” 
Like so many Russian writers Gogol has been 
translated spasmodically—and usually unsatis- 
factorily. It will no longer be necessary to 
hunt for these out-of-print versions in the 
second-hand stores. 


Altho occasional short stories by Johannes V. 
Jensen have been translated here and there in 
magazines, “The Long Journey” (Knopf), his 
masterpiece, is the first book by this great 
Danish novelist to appear in English. This 
epic story of mankind, cast in the form of a 
novel, is sure to stimulate a widespread inter- 
est in the author and his work. Jensen has 
traveled extensively in every part of the 
world, and he is a great admirer of America. 
Unlike Knut Hamsun, whose experiences here 
were unfortunate, Johannes V. Jensen found 
in America the inspiration for two of his most 
striking novels, and he has written a great deal 
in praise of what he regards as the greatest 
human adventure, the founding and develop- 
ment of the United States, since the far-off 
period of “The Long Journey.” 


An unusual book is the novel by C. F. 
Ramuz, “The Reign of the Evil One,” which 
has recently been added to the European Li- 
brary (Harcourt). The author is a French 
Swiss, whose work has long since obtained 
recognition in France and Germany, and who

is regarded by many as one of the most 
original figures writing French to-day. 
novel is as far removed from the conventional 
French novel as was “Maria Chapdelaine,” and 
like the latter, it is not one of those French 
stories which are harmless merely because they 
are unspeakably dull. 

But 
is is by no means a work of the namby-pamby 
class to which that phrase is applied in France.

There are flashes of the unregenerate Papini 
even in the “Story of Christ,” but these two 
books make a piquant contrast which renders 
them both essential.to a proper understanding 
of the author.

The death of Marcel Proust has raised the 


question as to whether he lived long enough 
to complete the immense work, of which the 
first two volumes, “Swann’s Way” (Holt), 
have now been translated by C. K. Scott 
Moncrieff. The French publishers announce 
the final volume, so that we may assume Proust 
did not die before the work was finished. But 
that final volume is a long way off! 
date there have appeared in French five parts, 
consisting of nine closely printed volumes, and 
three more parts are announced, some des- 
cribed as being “in several volumes.” The 
announcement is so definite and voluminous 
that it seems to set at rest the doubt as to the 
completion of Proust’s work.

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a volume of short stories and sketches, elabor- 
ately illustrated, in 1896, for which Anatole 
France wrote an introduction. Thus seven- 
teen years elapsed between his first book and 
the publication of “Swann’s Way.” Whether 
such an interval will occur between the first 
and last volumes of this enormous translation 
remains to be seen. The later sections cer- 
tainly present problems which are incompatible 
with the laws governing the publication of 
obscene literature in America. 

The success of Waldemar Bonsels’ “The 
Adventures of Maya the Bee” (Seltzer) has 
aroused some curiosity concerning the author, 
whose nationality is not revealed on the title- 
page of the translation. Bonsels is a German, 
born in Holstein in 1881, and the author of 
several novels of importance, which did not, 
however, attain the popularity of this book for 
children. He lives in Munich and was one of 
the group which, in the decade preceding the 
War, conducted Die Erde, a review which has 
a very definite place in modern German litera- 
ture. Bonsels published his first books him- 
self, and nothing indicated that he would one 
day become the author of a children’s classic. 
His style has been described as a combination 
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of Knut Hamsun, Jacobsen and Heinrich 
Mann. 

In the January issue of the Vale Review 
Hanna Larsen makes a brief survey of 
“Scandinavian Literature for Americans.” 
which will serve many as a useful guide to 
current translations from Dano-Norwegian and 
Swedish. Some of the authors discussed are 
already fairly familiar, Hamsun, Bojer and 
Selma Lagerlof. Others will be available in 
English this spring, “The Selambs,” by the 
Swedish novelist, Sigfrid Siwertz, which will 
shortly appear here under the title of “Down 
Stream” (Knopf) ; Sigfrid Undset whose beau- 
tiful story of medieval life, “The Bridal 
Wreath” has been translated for the same 
publisher, and Per Hallstrom, a distinguished 
Swede, whose “Selected Short Stories” forms 
the twentieth volume of the excellent series of 
Scandinavian Classics, published by the Ameri- 
can-Scandinavian Foundation.

“T tried it one day with Christmas cards” put 
in Miss Lister, “and you’d be surprised how 
many people either had bought no cards at all 
or needed more.” 

“One thing struck me funny” said Gordon. “I 
asked one man if he had bought his Christmas 
cards yet. He said: ‘Why, no, I haven’t. Do 
you sell Christmas cards here?’ Imagine not 
knowing that a bookstore sells Christmas 
cards !” 

“That’s just another reason to avoid taking 
things for granted” said Mr. Brown, “a fault 
so easy to fall into. There are thousands of 
people that don’t know that we specialize in 
greeting cards at all seasons of the year and in 
an unobtrusive way we often get the opportunity 
to tell them. It is particularly easy during the 
holiday season to put in a good word for the 
other departments and we never know how 
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much good it may do in helping to build up a 
successful business. Co-operation here is the 
keynote.” 

Mr. Brown took out his little black book and 
glanced at it for a moment. 

“Here is a lesson,” he said, “that I think is 
very valuable and which has a very good point 
that is usually overlooked: ‘that Christmas is the 
best time of the year to create new buyers for 
books.’ This is because more books are bought 
at that time than any other and by selling the 
right book to the right man and by showing 
intelligence and enthusiasm in our recommenda- 
tions we may interest a great many people in 
books who are not now habitual readers. It 
may work like this: a man who is fond of books 
comes in to buy a present for a friend. He 
thinks of books because he' likes them himself : 
the friend may be only a very occasional reader, 
but if we can learn from the customer some- 
thing about the type of man his friend is, we 
may be able to sell him a book that will arouse 
a latent interest in reading and start the friend 
off anew in fiction, biography, travel or what- 
ever the subject may be. 

“Then again there is the man who cares 
nothing about books himself but who is buying 
a book for someone who does. Here we have 
a big possibility of using our enthusiasm to 
kindle an enthusiasm in this non-booklover and 
perhaps lead him into better ways and make 
him know something of the richness that may 
so easily be added to a life by association with 
books.” 

“Mr. Jerome was in the store a couple of 
weeks before Christmas,” said Miss Porter, 
“and he wanted a book for a man friend. I 
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recommended ‘A World Worth While’ by \ 
A. Rogers. He took it. A few days later \{;s 
Jerome called up and said that Mr. Jerom ns 
so interested in the book that she wanted me 
to send one for him for Christmas. That jys, 
shows how the thing spreads when you real) 
get it started.” 

“There is no flame like the flame of ep. 
thusiasm for literature,” said Gordon, sentep- 
tiously.

Good Book-Making 


T is a very suggestive slogan that the makers 
of good paper have been using in connection 
with their advertising—“Paper is part of the 
picture.” No one can pick up one of the book- 
lets in whicia this has been emphasized with- 
out taking more thought of the part that paper 
plays in the final result. As the readers of 
printed matter become sensitive to the part 
that good paper plays in the pleasure of their 
reading, they will become more critical of low 
standards in that respect. The same may be 
said in the field of book-making of all the 
different elements that go into the final result 
of the hook. People gradually become aware 
that their pleasure in literature is greatly en- 
hanced by the pleasure that the eye receives 
from the printed form, and, as they learn more 
about the elements that make for perfection 
of form, the well-made book becomes not only 


a credit to the planner but a piece of good 
merchandise. 

When the DeVinne Press recently closed 
down, one of the former managers commented 
in the press on the fact that good printing was 
not in demand as it used to be. This is far 
from being the case, and American printing 
need not apologize to any country for the 
excellence of its output. Not only are there 
craftsmen who can turn out good work, but 
there are leaders and artists who can strike a 
constructive and artistic note and plan a 
model from which other books can be pat- 
terned. 

It is not possible in any monthly article to 
search out all of the well-made books that are 
coming from the presses, but this department 
has endeavored to keep the subject to the 
front, realizing that there is increased interest 
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» this problem of the publisher and increased 
‘nterest among the book-trade in having some 
tidy made of books in their physical aspects 
+o supplement the scores of estimates made of 
their literary aspects. 

In many ways, the most beautiful book that 
has come to hand in the past few weeks is 
“The Planters of Colonial Virginia” by 
Thomas J. Wertenbaker (Princeton University 
Press). This is an octavo with an extremely 
attractive title page and contents, type page 
and chapter headings of excellent design. The 
hook is an excellent model for an octavo in 
the field of serious history. 

The Macmillan Company is the publisher of 
“\rt in Industry” by Charles R. Richards, 
printed at the press of William E, Rudge. 
This book is a report of an Industrial Art 
Survey, and presents many problems to the 
printer, owing to the indented topic headings 
thruout the book. 

\ very attractive type page for a novel is 
that used by Little, Brown in “The Code of the 
Karstens” by Henry W. Kinney. Paper, type 
and page heading which combine in a most 
pleasing way have been collected. 

\ new publisher, B. J. Brimmer Company, 
has a most interesting and attractive volume in 
“Gentlemen All and Merry Companions” by 
Ralph Bergengren. The illustrations by John 
Sloan in line are also well fitted to the volume. 
The lettering of the cover is not as successful 
as the type pages. 

Stewart Kidd Company has made an attrac- 
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tive anthology out of “Songs for Fishermen” 
by Morris and Adams. An interesting index 
in this book is the one that classifies the 
poems by the river referred to. 

Macmillan has made a reprint of Mrs. 
Ravenel’s “Charleston, the Place and the 
People,” which will be remembered by the very 
attractive pencil drawings by Vernon Howe 
Bailey, among the best drawings that have ever 
been provided for any travel book. The book 
has been out of print for some time. 

Macmillan has also made a delightful book 
out of “Shakespeare and the Heart of a 
Child” by Gertrude Slaughter. Eric Pape has 
supplied the delightful black and white draw- 
ings and the interesting colored frontispiece 
and lining paper. 

Knopf has gathered up several of Witter 
Bynner’s previously published works into a 
volume called “A Book of Plays,” with excel- 
lent typography and interesting board covers 
uniform in character with Bynner’s “The 
New World,” which Knopf has also recently 
issued. 

A delightful octavo to open and leaf thru is 
“Roads of Adventure” by Ralph D. Paine, 
published by Houghton Mifflin. 

A very dignified 12mo in its typography and 
presswork comes from Huebsch, William F. 
Ogburn’s “Social Change,” in which Mr. 
Huebsch has made a certain careful use of 
Caslon types characteristic of many of his 
books, and he has adapted the types carefully 
to different volumes. 


Reminiscences of a Book Scout

XIII. POOR MISS BROWNE 


BOOKSELLER friend called me on the 
A phone a few weeks ago and asked if I 

would go and look at some books for him, 
as he could not get away at the time appointed. 
I agreed, and at the address he gave me I met 
a young man who said he knew the lady very 
well, but she didn’t live there; she rented a 
barn from his father—the barn was just around 
the corner, 

It appeared that the lady had been run over 
by an automobile and had been in the hospital 
eight months; upon getting out she found that 
whoever it was that had a mortgage on the 
old homestead had foreclosed it during her 
absence and moved her household effects into 
this barn, and the rent was being charged 
against the goods. Nice friendly act, any way 
you may look at it. 

The young man told me Miss Browne gen- 
erally came around about three o'clock, but 
sometimes it was five before she appeared. At 





times she came every day and then again she 
would not return for a week. I explained that 
I had an engagement with her at one-thirty. 
I waited until two-thirty and then arranged 
for a telephone call whenever she showed up. 
About four o’clock Bill called me and said, 
“Miss Browne is at the barn now.” The door 
was open, and sounds coming down the stairs 
leading to the upper floor showed somebody 
was at home. I called, “Are you there?” and 
Miss Browne invited me to ascend. 

If you can picture the contents of an entire 
house piled indiscriminately in a small room in 
the upper part of a barn, you will understand 
what a mess it was, and can see why Miss 
Browne came and stayed hours at a time. 
She was probably trying to get things into 
some kind of order. 

She told me how glad she was that I had 
come to buy her books. Personally, I wasn’t 
so sure about that. I hadn’t seen them yet. 
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Oh! yes, she had hundreds of books and we 
would find them very soon. 


All I had to do was to climb up on that 
table and lift down that rocking chair, and 
push those other chairs and that bed aside and 
she thought the box underneath was full of 
books. It wasn’t, so I moved a stove and a 
chest of drawers and a few pictures, and I 
did find a few books, but they were awful 
junky. It was very hot, and very dusty and 
disagreeable. I hadn’t bargained for a job 
of this kind and wanted to quit, as I could 
see no signs of anything worth having, but 
Miss Browne insisted that she had a great 
many fine books somewhere and begged me to 
wait and she would try to find them. So at 
her request I boosted her up and helped move 
some more furniture. She had a bad ankle and 
was exceedingly shaky on her legs, and I 
thought, and believe I told her, that it was quite 
unwise for her to try to do such work, but she 
said if I would support her back she could 
manage all right. Finally she did find a box 
full of books and I got them down on the floor 
and picked out a very few. It was now be- 
tween six and seven o'clock and I insisted that 
I must go home. 


I found that I had no small bills and she had 
no change for a large one, so I told her to call 
at the shop and get her money the next time 
she was down town, or I would leave the books 
and she could bring them in and get her money, 
whichever she preferred. She preferred that I 
take the books and she would call. 

As I started rather abruptly down the steps 
she called to me, “Please wait a minute, I think 
I know where there are some more—I have 
just remembered that I saw some in that old 
bureau, and there is a large book with colored 
plates of birds.” Y 

I saw her start climbing up the pile of fur- 
niture as my head was dropping below the floor 
level. I called out as I kept moving, “I am 
sorry but I must go now; if you find the birds 
let me know” (it might have been a folio 
Audubon, but I wouldn’t have lingered any 
longer to listen to that flow of irrelevant con- 
versation about the Trust Company and the 
moving people and the cussedness of people in 
general, for a whole bunch of Audubons). 

I got back to friend George’s shop about half 
past seven and told him, “Here are your darned 
old books and that woman will call and collect 
three dollars, and I am going to eat.” 

In about a week I stopped at George’s shop 
and asked if the old lady had been in for her 
money, and if she said anything about a book 
of birds. She hadn’t been in, and we both 
thought it rather strange, as she evidently needed 
money badly, and while three dollars isn’t 
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exactly money, it’s just that much more. 0, 
the way home, in the car, I got to imagining 
things about that old lady; suppose she had 
fallen and hurt herself; she was all alone and 
probably nobody was particularly interested jy 
her movements. Would anyone look her up 
and care for her? Was it my place to go up 
to that barn and see if she were lying there al] 
sprawled out with a big base burner across her 
back. I shivered at the awful condition she 
must be in by this time, but I kicked the back 
of one leg with the other foot and said to my- 
self, “Here, quit it—you are getting like an old 
woman yourself.” 

I couldn’t stay away from George’s more than 
two or three days; I must find out about that 
old lady in the barn. When I reached the shop 
a strange reluctance seized me—I did not want 
to ask if Miss Browne had been in. I wanted 
to be told without asking, but George had other 
things on his mind perhaps, and didn’t mention 
it, so as I was leaving I asked very casually, 
“Old girl been in yet?” George looked at me 
rather abstractedly and shook his head, and | 
shut the shop door. Gee! 


Instead of going down to the corner and 
waiting for a car as usual, I started to walk— 
I couldn’t wait fifteen or twenty minutes on a 
corner doing nothing. Something must be done 
at once. Would it be advisable to go to the 
barn or had I better stay away; how long ago 
was it anyway; a week ago last Monday and 
today was Friday. Certainly if anything had 
happened to her, somebody must have found 
her by that time. Suppose she were dead, lying 
there on the floor with a fractured skull or a 
broken back and I was the last person who saw 
her alive; I was alone with her for several 
hours. Did anyone see me when I left the barn? 
I wondered if I could find anybody who heard 
me call up to her as I came down the steps. It 
would be decidedly disagreeable to be dragzged 
into a mysterious death case, and with an even 
chance of being accused by somebody of murder- 
ing the old lady for what reason, or no reason, 
the newspapers would immediately explain. 


I remember arriving home, and at the dinner 
table I did not feel very hungry, and my wife 
thought I was getting sick and probably needed 
a tonic, and my youngest son was plainly non- 
plused because I did not remind him that his 
hair needed rebrushing. And at night I dreamed 
that somebody on an old gray mule passing in 
the early darkness, had testified to hearing me 
quarrel with her, and thru a window had seen 
me throw a large package of pamphlets at her 
head. The jury said I was guilty and just as 
the judge was about to pronounce sentence, | 
awoke with a start. I got up and found my 
way into the bath room, had a nice long drink 
of water and a cigarette and turned in again. 
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When next I opened my eyes a flock of blue- 
birds on their way south, were gossiping and 
dirting in the back yard, the sum was stream- 
ing in, and the nine o’clock breeze thru the 
opened windows was fresh and heartening ; cer- 
tainly on such a day nothing could be wrong. 
On the train to New York, a man who sat 
beside me, evidently from up the line, left his 
morning paper when he got off at Rutherford. 
[ picked it up and glanced over the headlines, 
which were about the same as I had read in 
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my own paper, so I turned to the purely local 
news; and under “Society” I read with lively 
interest, that Miss Browne, formerly of Charles 
Street was spending the early days of Fall at 
Pinehurst. From another page I learned that 
the suit for $25,000 damages brought by Miss 
Estrella Browne against the Zinzendorf Con- 
struction Company, on account of her being run 
over and severely injured by one of their motor 
trucks, had been settled out of court. 
No wonder she didn’t need three dollars!

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New Zealand Bookselling 
Progress 


HE New York book-trade enjoyed in No- 

vember a visit from A. J. Harding, a book- 
seller of Auckland, New Zealand, who was 
on his way to London. Mr. Harding visited 
a number of New York’s leading retail book- 
stores and individual shops, studied at first hand 
the cooperative book promotion undertakings 
of the National Association of Book Publish- 
ers, Mr. Harding reports that the American 
ideas of cooperative promotion have awakened 
much interest in New Zealand and that the 
booksellers began last year the general plans 
of cooperative advertising. The second co- 
operative campaign was then under way with 
special posters of a Dickens flavor, each one 
bearing at the bottom the question, “Where is 
a bookshop?” This general promotion has re- 
ceived support from publishers who sell in 
that commonwealth and has been planned by 
the Retail Booksellers’ Association, of which 
H. C. Smith of Wellington is President and F. 
Ross, Secretary. 

The Retail Booksellers’ Association held its 
second annual convention in Wellington in late 
September, and several important addresses 
were followed by a banquet. “Modern Book- 
selling Methods” was the subject of the address 
by G. H. Bennett, one of the most important 
and successful of New Zealand booksellers, 
whose business is at Palmerston North. “Book- 
selling in Australia and New Zealand As Seen 
Thru the Eyes of a Publisher’s Representative” 
was discussed by George J. Hicks, who repre- 
sents Putnam’s, Methuen, Newnes and several 
other large houses. Mr. Hicks, who was for- 
merly with W. H. Smith & Son of London, 
has made himself authority on shop dis- 
play, and has done pioneer work in bringing 
to booksellers new ideas in this field. 

The convention passed a unanimous motion, 
suggesting to publishers that they should have 
more care in selecting for publication the sex 
novels which have appeared so frequently of late 
and which that Association feels that it is not 
interested in handling. 

That the library forces are joining in the 
book promotion in New Zealand as they do 
here is shown by the fact that one of the best 
speeches at the banquet was made by Charles 
Wilson, Parliamentary librarian at Welling- 
ton. Another speech was by H. Baillie o! 
the Wellington Public Library. 

An examination of the menu of this banquet 
indicates that American booksellers in their 
most festive moments do not venture to set 
before their conventions such an elaborate ar- 
ray of tempting viands. 
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How Hoover’s Department Helps Publishers 
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By Waldon Fawcett 


OT alone by its campaign for the stand- 

ardization of paper sizes is the reorgan- 

ized U. S. Department of Commerce 
ceeking to render practical aid to the American 
hook-trade. Even if there be, in publishing 
circles, two opinions as to the wisdom and 
practicability of the project for uniformity in 
paper sizes or page sizes, there can scarcely be 
4 similar division of sentiment with respect to 
other prospective undertakings in this same 
quarter. The work of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards and the Division of Simplified Practice 
will have its contact with the book-trade largely 
thru the manufacturing process. The yet 
newer activities are designed to assist the book- 
trade in wider distribution of the finished 
product. 

The most notable of the new moves devised 
by Secretary Herbert Hoover is that which 
proposes to enlist for the export trade in U. S. 
hooks the promotive effort of the Specialties 
Section of the Bureau of Foreign and Domes- 
tic Commerce. The Specialties unit is one of 
the Commodity Sections which have been added 
to the Commerce organization at the instance 
of Secretary Hoover. It may appear strange 
that books should be placed in this new environ- 
ment, seeing that a Commodity Division devoted 
to paper has been functioning for some months 
past. The Paper Division has, however, con- 
cerned itself exclusively with the raw material, 
and has dealt not at all with books, paper 
bound or otherwise. 

Realizing that book exportation presents a 
special merchandising proposition, the Com- 
merce officials have come to believe that it 
should receive some special attention at their 
hands. Hence the assignment to the Specialties 
Division. The attention of the Commerce 
executives has been attracted because a recent 
investigation disclosed a considerable and grow- 
ing demand abroad for books printed in the 
United States. Overseas Commerce holds all 
the objectives of the Commodity Division. The 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce is 
the official title. 

The long-range book-trade which the Speci- 
alties Division has set out to encourage by 
special investigations and an “intelligence 
service” covering foreign markets, is the trade 
made up of school books, medical, scientific 
and technical works. The investigation indi- 
cates that there is a steady and mounting for- 
eign demand for all manner of special volumes, 
such as books on professional and business 





subjects for which there is not, in any one 
foreign market, a demand sufficient to war- 
rant republication or translation abroad. The 
mechanical progress of the United States and 
the play of inventive ability are largely respon- 
sible for this demand. The development in the 
United States of the radio is one example of a 
constructive movement that is bringing a de- 
mand for its literature. The evolution in 
America of time and labor-saving office de- 
vices is another stimulant to alien interest that 
finds expression in a demand for interpretative 
volumes. 

Coincident with this move to widen the ex- 
port outlets for books printed in the United 
States the Commerce Department is expressing 
a willingness to compile, if the American 
book-trade desires, monthly statistics covering 
book production, sales and similar data. 

Whether a monthly survey of book-trade 
production and distribution compiled at Govern- 
ment expense would benefit publishers or book- 
sellers awaits expression from the trade. 
Various sections of the business community 
are now being sounded out on the proposition. 
During the first year of the Business Survey 
project there was no opportunity for the 
reportorial organization to concern itself with 
other than basic commodities,—wool, sugar, 
boots and shoes and clothing. With the 
periodical survey of essentials well estab- 
tablished, the officials are disposed to turn to 
specialties. There is a feeling that certain lines, 
books having been placed tentatively among the 
number, are worthy to rank with the so-called 
key industries from the circumstance that sales 
volume in the lines indicated (midway between 
luxuries and primary necessites) serves as a 
conclusive barometer of business conditions in 
general or the state of prosperity in the country 
at large. 

The book-trade is, theoretically, well adapted 
to inclusion in the Commerce Department’s list 
of reported businesses because a preponderance 
of the aggregate production of books is con- 
centrated in the hands of relatively few inter- 
ests, all of which follow systems of book keep- 
ing that would enable them to report produc- 
tion and sales without surplus bookkeeping. 
It is for the trade to say, tho, whether partici- 
pation in the new system would offer enough 
advantages over the present Census enumera- 
tions to recompense the filling out and mailing 
of schedules before the 1oth of each month. 
In other specialty lines, akin to books in popular 
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appeal (for example, musical instruments), 
appeal for inclusion in the Monthly Survey 
plan has been based on the plea that the Manu- 
factures Census is compiled only at two-year 
intervals and that the resultant figures are so 
tardy of announcement as to be of little aid to 
individual tradesmen in formulating their busi- 
ness policies. For example, it is only in the 
autumn of 1922 that American industries and 
particular businesses are obtaining the pre- 
liminary figures from the census of 1921. 


A branch of the Departfment of Commerce 
which offers its services to the book-trade, with 
a thought that its informative function may be 
needed in mounting ratio is the Division of 
Foreign Tariffs. The purpose of this technical 
division is to maintain a clearing house for the 
latest information on general tariff revisions, 
import and export restrictions and customs 
regulations affecting U. S. products in all parts 
of the world. It is to this Division, for ex- 
ample, that the book-trade must turn for in- 
formation as to specific applications of the 
new Canadian regulations relative to the mark- 
ing of origin on printed matter, including 
books, even as it is in this quarter that there 
must be sought authoritative information cover- 
ing copyright and trade-mark regulations in all 
foreign countries. The prospect of greater 
dependency upon this intelligence bureau arises 
from the probability that various countries, not 
forgetting Canada and Australia, may adopt 
new customs duties in retaliation for the new 
U. S. tariff. 

The recent activities of the Department in 
behalf of paper standardization are not the 
only current contribution of the Bureau of 
Standards to the book-trade. Distinct progress 
has been made in improving the sizing quality 
of printing papers. The Bureau is at work 
on a method for obtaining a numerical value 
for the sizing quality of paper so that this 
quality may be defined in continuing or re- 
peated specifications, thereby making it possi- 
ble to secure more absolute uniformity in the 
quality of paper entering into the production 
of books issued in series. This is in line with 
the effort to develop a method for determining 
the tearing strength of paper. The Bureau 
wants a testing machine that will take into ac- 
count certain factors in tearing strains that are 
not reckoned with in the machines now on the 
market. 

The Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce has new plans for the establishment of 
a Division of Maps and Commercial Geogra- 
phy, which would undertake the preparation of 
the commercial maps which it is using to an 
ever-increasing extent in its publications such 
as the Commercial Travelers’ Guides which 
might find more extended use.

Plan Memorial to Will Carleton 


HE Will Carleton Memorial Association at 

4 recent meeting decided to place next year 
with fitting ceremonies a boulder on the site 
ot “the old poor-house,” near Mr. Carleton’s 
home, a short distance from that place, which 
the poet described in his “Over the Hill to 
the Poorhouse.” A similiar boulder was 
Placed a year ago beside the old homestead 
Where the poet was born. Efforts will also 


be made to make the life and works of the 
poet better known to Michigan school child- 


ren

Expels Victor Margueritte 


ITERARY people in France are much in- 

censed at the action of the Council of the 
Legion of Honor in expelling from member- 
ship M. Margueritte, a prominent figure in the 
literary and social world of the French capital. 
Members of the Legion claim that “La Gar- 
conne,” M. Margueritte’s latest book, is in- 
decent and that its author is unworthy to be a 
member of the Legion. Anatole France has 
written a letter to the Council protesting the 
action. 


1922 Report on Education 


OHN J. TIGERT, United States Commis- 

sioner of Education, made a report of the 
work done by the Bureau during 1922. The 
New York Times printed the report January 
I, 1923. 

“The chief purpose and duties of the Bureau 
of Education are those of collecting such sta- 
tistics and facts as will show the condition 
and progress of education in the several states 
and territories, and of diffusing such infor- 
mation as shall aid the people of the United 
States in the establishment and maintenance 
of efficient school systems and otherwise pro- 
mote the cause of education; of supervising 
the expenditure of funds granted by Congress 
to land-grant colleges, of conducting schools 
for natives in Alaska, rendering medical aid 
to those natives, and managing the reindeer 
industry in Alaska. 


“In the pursuance of these duties, the Bureau 
of Education during the last year issued sixty- 
three bulletins on various phases of education, 
five reading courses, five numbers of school 
life, and twenty-six circulars and leaflets. In 
all, more than a_ million copies of documents 
were distributed. At the request of State 
Legislatures and of State local school officials 
it conducted forty-one surveys of educational 
systems and institutions with recommendations 
for improvement in the educational conditions 
and practices of the institutions or systems 
surveyed. Forty-three conferences for the 
consideration of educational problems of vari- 
ous types were conducted. These conferences 
related to rural education, health and physical 
education, industrial education, home eco- 
nomics, commercial education, and several 
other subjects.”

Report of the Post Office Depart- 
ment 


UBERT WORK, Postmaster General, 

made the following report which appeared 
in the New York Times January 1, 1923, on 
post office receipts and improvements. 

“In 17890, the first year of postal history 
under the American Republic, the receipts of 
the Post Office Department amounted to the 
insignificant sum of $30,040. Since then a 
miraculous growth in the post office revenues 
has occurred. Every ten years of the nation’s 
life, the business has increased 100 per cent 
over the preceding ten years’ until the year 
1922, just closing, when the gross revenues of 
the department reached the unprecedented total 
of approximately $500,000,000. The postal ser- 
vice of the United States is now the biggest 
business in the world. It employs 333,000 


workers and handles over $3,000,000,000 in 
money annually. 
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“The past year has been an historical one in 
postal annals. Its biggest achievement has bee, 
the inauguration of a policy of decentralization 
which will result, when finally perfected, in the 
establishment of a miniature post office depart. 
ment in every State in the Union to condyq 
the postal business of that State directly from 
a central office. Limitations of red tape and 
unbusinesslike methods are among other re. 
forms successfully effected. The morale o{ 
the post office organization also reached such 
a high stage in 1922 that during the Christmas 
season, when the volume of holiday business 
over previous years suddenly increased from 
20 to 50 per cent, taxing the capacity of the 
entire system to an unparalleled degree, the 
mails were handled by the workers with greater 
efficiency and expeditiousness than at any other 
similar period in the past.”

HE Poetry Society of America met at the 
National Arts Club in Gramercy Park, 
New York City, on November 26. 

Edwin Markham, chairman of the committee 
on election reports, announced the following 
officers : 

President, John Erskine; Honorary Pres- 
dent, Edwin Markham; Vice-Presidents, Leo- 
nora Speyer, May Riley Smith, Daniel Hender- 
son; Secretary, Anna Catherine Markham; 
Treasurer, Miles Dawson. 

Jane Dransfield of the Drama Committee, by 
request, announced briefly the death of William 
Lindsey. She said Mr. Lindsay was so modest 
and unassuming that he would in death, no 
doubt, wish no memorial resolution, no other 
tribute. She spoke of his sonnets “Do You 
Remember?” a volume that is now in press. 
She spoke of his novel “The Blackslider’ 
which received considerable attention in Eng- 
land and Australia as well as in America 
Jeanne Roberts Foster, another of the com- 
mittee wrote of Mr. Lindsey’s literary work. 


Localizing Catalog Appeal

McClurg’s, Marshall Field’s & Kroch’s, “with 
the address of each. The same plan was used 
in such centers as Boston, Dtroit, Pittsburgh, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington. 
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HitarrE BeLtoc will. come to America in 
Pebruary to deliver a series of lectures on 
literary and contemporary subjects. 


GLorIA SWANSON AND THEODORE ROBERTS are 
at work on a film version of Hocking’s “Prodi- 
val Daughters.” The picture will be released 
early in April. Gloria Swanson wrote the

FROM A BOOKLOVER

Editor, PusLisHERS’ WEEKLY: 

I am impelled to write you this letter because 
of the growing satisfaction I am getting from 
reading the PusLisHEeRS’ WEEKLY. It has been 
said and often repeated that the bookseller who 
failed to read this journal is dead, and that the 
librarian unaware of its value might as well 
be laid away. During the twenty years I have 
been reading it, it has always been good; of 
late it has been better. 

My interest in rare books and in good print 
draws my attention to what you are offering 
your readers in these phases of the book sub- 
ject. I was particularly pleased to find you 
giving commendation to craftsmen yet among 
us who have been so influential in elevating our 
standards of print: Bruce Rogers, D. B. Up- 
dike, and Frederic W. Goudy. When I went 
home after reading your number of October 28, 
I took down with a good deal of satisfaction 
the only title I happened to have in my own 
too small collection of the examples of Mr. 
Rogers’ work given in your check list. I 
recall having purchased it on one of my visits 
in a New York book store, not because the 
subject matter was of special interest to me, for 
at that time I was not familiar with its content, 
but because it was typographically considered 
a thing of beauty; and such it has remained. 
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Speaking of good print in America leads me 
to wonder if you have ever seen any of thy 
work of a Californian, John Henry Nash oj 
San Francisco, whose skill in the handling oj 
type, paper and ink is a perpetual delight to hj, 
friends. Unfortunately for the reputation 0; 
California as the home of a craftsman printer. 
all of Mr. Nash’s time and genius are not spen 
in printing books. 

Along in the early winter, when you folks 
in the east are looking for snow and we jp 
California know that the first rains will soon 
carpet our hills and fields with a tender blap. 
ket of green, those who are fortunate enough 
to be numbered among “his friends” have 
learned to look forward to what form Mr. 
Nash’s kindliness may take. In this series 0} 
books made for the joy of the making and not 
for sale none quite comes up to the exquisite 
glory of this year’s offering: Boccaccio’s “Life 
of Dante.” 

A year ago Mr. Nash sent out an “Apologia” 
to those who are so lucky as to be on his list, 
stating that his plans had gone awry. And now 
comes the book itself with the explanation 
that paper ordered in Holland and type or- 
dered in Italy had been long delayed by labor 
strikes; but the volume is so fine that waiting 
must certainly have sharpened the artist’s sense 
of the beautiful and made keener his judg- 
ment of what is typographically good 

The “Life” is printed on excellent specially 
made watermarked paper in a recutting of 
Ratdolt type. The book measures about nine 
by twelve and three-quarters inches. Chapter 
numbers in the table of contents and in the 
body of the book are in red, thereby adding 
a touch of color which seems to complete the 
picture. Mr. Nash has exercised the artist's 
prerogative in making each page solid; para- 
graphs are indicated by signs and not by in- 
dentation. As he himself says, the result is 
that there are “no black spots on it to distract, 
no rivulets of white to lead the eye astray from 
sense of sequence.” He is not at all orthodox 
Websterian in his division of words. We could 
pardon him for greater sins for half the effect 
he actually gets. 

The book has fifty-three pages; and tw? 
hundred and fifty copies have been printed, as 
Mr. Nash records on the title page “for his 
friends.” I hope for the reputation of our 
State as a practicer of the arts typographic that 
his circle of friendship is wide.

Rare Books, Autographs and Prints 


Gold was discovered in California January 
19, 1848—seventy-five years ago. The date 
will be marked this year by the publication of 
“Argonauts of 1849” by Dr. Octavius T. Howe 
of Boston. Dr. Howe writes from a new angle, 
emphasizing the company organization and pre- 
senting much new material from the unpub- 
lished records of these companies. The book 
comes at a time when there is a very keen in- 
terest in the early history of California and the 
Far West. 


The fourteenth annual show of the Guild 
of Bookworkers will be held at the Art Center 
beginning January 9 and includes bindings, pa- 
per illuminations and bookplates. Additional 
interest is lent by the inclusion of a memorial 
exhibition of the work of Thomas James Cob- 
den-Sanderson, founder of the Doves Bindery 
and the Doves Press, whose work for many 
years has been sought after by collectors and 
connoisseurs. He was one of the last sur- 
vivors of the band of Victorian craftsmen of 
whom William Morris was the leader. 


Collectors interested in Americana relating 
to the Pacific Northwest should know of the 
Washington Historical Quarterly, the only 
magazine devoted exclusively to the history of 
Pacific Northwest America including Alaska 
and British Columbia. In its thirteen volumes 
it has printed for the first time many docu- 
ments of great value, reprinted entire the very 
rare “History of Oregon” by George Wilkes, 
and other material relating to the history and 
development of this region. It also aims to 
review all important books in this field as 
they appear. 


Interest in the personality and writings of 
the late W. H. Hudson seems to be steadily 
growing in England. At a meeting recently 
held in London it was decided to erect a 
memorial to him there in the form of a drink- 
ing and bath fountain for birds; that Ruther- 
ston’s portrait of Hudson should be presented 
to the National Portrait Gallery and that such 
money as might be further subscribed to the 
memorial fund should be devoted to the objects 
similar to those mentioned in Hudson’s will. 
That will left the residue of his property to 
the Royal Society for the Protection of Birds, 
to be used for the purpose of printing leaflets 
and pamphlets designed to incite in children 
“that interest in and love of the birds which 
leads to their protection.” 
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Not only here but also in France and Eng- 
land, the 200th anniversary of Franklin’s ar- 
rival in Philadelphia will be celebrated 
on January 17. It is the peculiar distinction 
of Franklin that his life stands out vividly 
upon a European as well as upon an American 
background. He was such a thoro American 
in every way that Carlyle is said to havs 
termed him “the father of all the Yankees.” 
During his many prolonged stays in England 
on diplomatic and other errands, he was JEng- 
lish enough to feel the full glow of her 
greatness. He had too many Anglo-Saxon 
traits to become wholly a Frenchman during 
his nine years sojourn in France, but he be- 
came French enough to love France and her 
people truly and to be greatly beloved by them. 
In the opinion of Saint-Beuve he is the most 
French of all Americans. This is why the 
Franklin Celebration takes on international 
proportions. 


Longmans, Green & Company have just pub- 
lished a work on “The Old English Herhals” 
by Elinor Sinclair Rhode, which makes strong 
appeal to the booklover. It deals at length 
with the old English Herbals, volumes that 
are rare and much sought after by collectors. 
The Saxon knowledge of herbs seems to have 
been far superior to that of the Normans, 
but when the latter became the rulers of Eng- 


land they destroyed many of the beautiful old‘ 


Saxon books and substituted their own Latin 
treatises. Miss Rhode begins with the extant 
Saxon Herbals, “The Leech Book of Bald,” 
“The Locknunga,” and the translation of the 
“Herbarium Apuleii.”” Then follows an account 
of the printed treatises of Bartholomew, Ma- 
cer, Banckes, the Great Herbal, Peter Trevens, 
Turner, and Gerard. There is an extremely 
interesting chapter on the Herbals of the New 
World which is worth the price of the book. 
And the volume concludes with an account of 
John Parkinson and of the Seventeenth Cen- 
tury Herbals. 


William Roberts writes an _ interesting 
column in the London Times on “Keepsakes 
and Other Annuals” a type of holiday gift 
book in vogue during the earlier half of the 
last century, forming, perhaps, the most prom- 
inent feature of the bookseller’s trade at this 
time of the year. They were a development 
of the table books of which the history goes 
back to the Tudor times. The modern an- 
nuals were more remarkable for the beauty 
of their printing and embellishment and bind- 
ing than for their literary contents. But 
Charles Lamb, Coleridge, Southey and Samuel 
Rogers in England, and Hawthorne, Poe, 
Longfellow, Lowell and Whittier in this 
country and many other eminent authors in 
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both countries, were not above Writing fo, 
them. Complete sets of all of the more {amo 
annuals, many of which were issued on heel 
paper, are very scarce, but odd volumes and 
short runs are among the most frequent sights 
in second hand bookshops. Only sets in fines 
condition are worth much. One of the largeg 
collections ever formed by a private collecto, 
was that made by the late John P. Woodbuy 
of Boston, his object being to procure ¢. 
amples of the fine line work of English, Fren¢ 
and American engravers of the early ani 
middle nineteenth century. His collection con. 
taining sixty-seven lots, when sold at the Ap. 
erican Art Galleries a year or two ago, realize) 
only about $300.
